MRS. MCKINLEY 
IS VERY WEAK 


Much Anxiely at White House 
About Her Condition, 


NOT IN IMMEDIATE DANGER 


So Dr. Rixey States, But Eminent 
- Physicians Have Been Called in 
_ Consultation. and. Gzavest .. 


Apprehensions Are. 
Felt. 


“Washington, May 30.—(Special,)—Much 
anxiety is. felt at the white house to- 
night.as to the condition of Mrs. McKin- 
ley. Since her return to Washington this 
morning she has not rallied, as was ex-~- 
pected. On the contrary, she has passed 
a very uncomfortable day and the pres- 
ident had to abandon his: intended par- 
ticipation in the Decoration Day cere- 
monies at Arlington. . The president has 
been by the bedside of his invalid wife the 
greater part of the day with Dr. Rixey. 
This evening Mrs. McKinley's condition 
was regarded as serious enough to jus- 
tify the calling in of Dr. W. W. Johnston, 
otie of the most distinguished “‘last re- 
sort” physicians in this vicinity. Surgeon 
General Sternberg, of the army, has also 
been called in consultation and the grav- 
est apprehensions are felt as to what the 
result may:be. The journey home from 
California is said to have been made at 
the earnest solicitation of Mrs. McKin- 
ley. : 
Return to Washington. 

Washington, May 30.—The train bearing 
the president and Mrs. McKinley and the 
party accompanying them on the tour 
through the west, ended with its journey 
here at 7:30 o’clock this morning, exactly 
on schedule ‘time. Mrs. McKinley was 
removed to the carriage in waiting and 
driven slowly to the white house. She 
looked pale and wan, the natural result 

of the grave ordeal through which she 
recently has passed. 

No demonstration marked any portion 
oftheearly morning run of the presidential 
train toward Washington. A few peo- 
ple were gathered at points along the 
way, but there were none but silent greet- 
ings, in accord with the spirit that has 
prevailed among the crowds past whom 
the train has run since the start home- 
ward last Saturday morning. 

In this city several hundred people 
lined the sidewalks. A police cordon of a 
score or more men were early on the 
scene and stationed at intervals along 
both sides of the track reserved for the 
train. Owing to the early hour, nerhaps 
only a few officiels were presnt. The 
train was run on to a track in the middle 
of Sixth street, just outside of the Penn-

Whether United States Terms 
Have Been Complied with or 
Not—Withdarawal: of

Wathineten: ' May” ®%—Anh important 
conference oh Cufian relations took place 
at the white howse’this afternoon; There 
were present with President McKinley 
Secretary Root; Senator O. H. Piatt, 
chairman of.the senate committee on re- 
lations with Cuba, and Senator Spooner, 
of Wisconsin. For more than an hour and 
a half the. situation in Cuba was con- 
sidered and when the conference broke 
up no determination had been reached. 
It is expected that the whole matter will 
be brought before the cabinet tomor- 
row. 

Secretary Root informed the president 
fully of the definite results of the Cuban 
convention in adopting the Platt amend- 
ment, as amended or interpreted by the 
delegates. This information was the basis 
of the discussion during the conference 
today. 

The president and his advisers must de- 
termine whether the Platt amendment has 


been “‘substantially’’ adopted by the con- }. 


vention.. This is preliminary to the with- 

drawal ofthe United States authority and 

forces from the is:and of Cuba. 
Difficult Problem Arises. 

If it should be found that the interpre- 
tation of the constitution is not satisfac- 
tory to this government quite a difficult 
problem arises, as it seems to be the in- 
tention of the Cubans to proceed to form 
a government. and that government must 
be recognized or rejected by the president, 
as he haw full power to determine wheth- 
er the act of congress hds been complied 
with by the convention. 

Those interested in Cuban affairs have 
also discussed what would fgllow should 
the hew Cuban government be recognized. 
The Cuban government, it is asserted, 
will be for some time without the ma- 
chinery to execute its own laws and put 
in operation its own edicts. It is held by 
some lawyers’ thatthe’ moment the Cu- 
ban government is recognized:the author- 


“ity of the United States ceases, and there 


is some question as to whe would be re- 
sponsible for the preservation of law and 
order. as the new government would have 
no troops and no police force and would 


‘fbee practically powerless should there be 


any oppositén to its decrees and orders. 
The question whether the United States 
forces would be warranted in upntolding 
the government’ in executing its urders 
has heen raised; also whether the presi- 
dent of the United States would be au- 
thorized as commander in chief of the 
army to give orders to Our troops further

Seven Mery Makers Lose Lives 
Near Philadelphia, 


BUAT DASHED UPON ROCKS 


Five of.the Victims Were Girls—As 
the Boat Reached the Dam the 
Doomed Ones Aroge: and 
Met Death While 
Standing. 


Philadelphia. May 32—A rowboat con- 
taining a mefry party of eight young per- 


£0ns was swept over Flat Rock dam in lL 


the Schuylkill river this afternoon and 
seven of them—five girls and two buys— 
were drowned. The victims, all of whom 
were Philadelphians, were: 

Roy Ricker, aged: 18. 

Florence Densmore, 19. 

Mazie Kennedy, 18. 

Maud Rutter, 19. 

Mamie Sullivan, 21. 

Bertram Osmond 19. 


Florence Bond, 21. 

The young ‘Nan saved is John Moore, 
aged twenty-one. 

The party started out for a picnic early 
this morning and pitched their camp at 
Rose Glenn, along the Schuylkill river. 
The rarty separated after dinner for a 
row on the river, and those above men- 
tioned decided to go in one boat. 

Heavy rains during the past week had 
made the muddy stream quite high, and 
ihe current was much swifter than usual. 
The boy doing the rowing decided to go 
through th2 locks, end as he approached 
the dam he was hailed by the lockkeeper 
not to .appreach any closer. The young 
carsman attempted to turn the boat, 
which was ihen about fifty feet from the 
dam, but he turned the wrong way. Re- 


alizing then. for the first time, that they 


were in janger, the girls began screaming, 
and the oarsman. lost control of the boat. 
Swiftly it. was carried toward the brink 
of the falling waters, and just as it 
reached the ‘breast of the dam, over 
vhich thirty inches of water was passing, 
the entire elght stood up and the boat 
went over stern first. 


The drop to the rocks below is approx- 
The boat struck the 


imately twelve feet. 
water bottom up, and as {it disappeared 
the whole party was under it. 
more was seen by the few persons who 
saw the accident, for almost a minute, 
when the boat reappeared with one boy 
clinging to its keel. Then the other young 
man was teen to come to the surface and 
make a frantic effort to reach shore by 
swimming. The six girls never rose to 
the surface. —

But it required more than a small shower 
to dampen the enthusiasm of the vets 
and the line remained unbroken. At regnu- 
lar intervals the excellent musica] or- 
ganizations played old southern airs, 
**Dixie’’ and the ‘‘Bonnie Blue Flag’ pre- 
dominating. 

General Gordon headed the procession, 
accompanied by adjutant general and 
chief of staff, General Moorman, and 
they received a continuous ovation. Wo- 
men tore flowers from their dresses and 
threw them beneath the feet of the. 
horses, many expressing their admiration 


by throwing their handkerchiefs inte the 


street. 
If there were present th ‘Memphis’ today 
any of those who believe the love of

with the passing years. the scenes heré 
enacted were a revelation. Far from 
passing away the love is growing and is 
being fostered by those whose fathers and 
grandfathers bore the brunt of the battle. 
Georgia’s Great Showing. 

Georgia made -her usual magnificent 
showing today. General Evans, who rode 
at the head of the Georgia veterans, was 
wildly cheered and was kept busy ac- 
knowledging the salutes of the crowd. 
General West, of Atlanta, was in com- 
mand of the north Georgia brigade and 
made a fine appearance. The Atlanta fire 
department drum corps furnished the 
music for the Georgia vets and were 
publicly thanked by General Evans, who, 
in a speech to the firemen, declared that 
the drum ,corps made the finest appear- 
ance and received the greatest ovation of 
any musica] organization in the parade. 
He declared that the music was the kind 
to which the veterans were accustomed 
during the war. 

The parade passed up Main street for 
a couple of miles, on the right hand side 
and then, turning, marched down the left- 
hand side, causing two columns to be 
marching in opposite directions. 
Wheeler and Lee passed. the vets they 
were held up and not allowed to pass 
until they had shaken hands with hun- 
dreds of their old comrades in arms. 

Camp A, Wheeler’s cavalry. of Atlanta, 
was one of the most conspicuoug of the 
mounted organization. 

Accompanying each division in the pa- 
rade were the sponsors and maids of 
honors in beautifully decoratad carriages. 
The sponsors were loudly cheered by the 
veterans. 

The greatest crowd Memphis has ever 
seen crowded her streets during the pa- 
rade. The po'ice were able to handle the 
people, but no power seemed able to stop 
the street cars, and as in the floral pa- 
rade, the street cars came very near 
ruining an otherwise brilliant occasion. 

The reunion was brought to a fitting 
close tonight by the sponsors’ ball and 
the banquet tendered the visiting news- 
paper men by the newspaper men of Mem- 
phis. The ball was one of the most bDril- 
liant social events the south has ever 
witpessed.

Central Railway Was To Have Taken 
Over Its New Property Tomor- 
row, But Some Trouble

Rome, Ga., May %.—(Special.)—There is 
another hitch in the deal to transfer the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Southern railway 
to the Central. but just what the trouble 
is no one can definitely ascertain. It is 
only certain that the transfer which was 
slated to go into effect Saturday, June 
Ist, will,not take place on that date. 

The first inkling that trouble was ahead 
developed here yesterday when telegrams 
were received calling Central railway offi- 
clals back to Savannah. Several men had 
just arrived to distribute Central station- 
ery and supplies to the stations along the 
line of the Chattanooga, Rome and South- 
ern. The men were ordered tv take up 
any supplies already distributed and re- 
turn to Savannah at once. 

The character of the hitch is not known 
here nor in Savannah, where telegrams 
of inquirv were sent. President C. B. Wil- 
burn is apparently as mu@h in the dark 
as any one. President John M. Egan, of 
the Central, and General Counsel A, R. 
Lawton are both in New York. 

Various reports are in crculation. One 
that the deal is permanently off and that 
it will bé operated as in the past. Another 
report is that the trouble is only tempo- 
rary and that the transfer will be effected 
July ist. Still another rumor says that 
the Central will own the roal, but operate 
it absolutely independent from any other 
system, All of this is largely conjectural, 
but the fact remains that some sort of a 
hitch now exists and the officials here are 
very much worried.

Montgomery, Ala., May 30.—(Special.)— 
The unexpected happened today in the 
constitutional convention. Many of the 


» @elegates would willingly disfranchise 


the negro as a negro and let congress 
do what it might like. But it has been 
* supposed that the oath to support the 
constitution of the United States shut 
that scheme off. Today, however, Mr. 
Earle Pettus, of Limestone, introduced 
an ordinance providing in so many words 
that no person of African descent shall 
hereafter vote an any election in Ala- 
bama—city, county, state or federal. 
Mr. Pettus explained that he understood 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments 
as providing their own penalties, and he 
did not construe it a violation of his 
oath to support the ordinance in a spirit 
of readiness to accept the penalty. 
Governor Jones developed still another 


plan to get the state university out of | 


politics. His ordinance provides a board 
of nine trustees, two to be appointed by 
the governor, two to be elected by the 
people and two by the alumni, the six 
thus chosen to select the other three. 
He makes the same provision for the 
Agricultural and Mechanical college, at 
Auburn. 

Mr. Jenkins, of Wilcox, reached out in 
the same direction by proposing to raise 
a@ committee of fifteen to have’ special 
charge of all -matters relating to the 
university and other colleges. 

Education Seems the Theme. 

Education seems to be the favorite 
point on which delegates would reform 
the present constitution, more ordi- 
matice’s coming in on that subject than 
on any other. Judge Robinson, of Cham- 
bers, sought to fix it in the constitution 
that none of the public school money 
shall be set aside to the normal colleges. 

Mr. Ashcraft, of Lauderdale, proposed 
an elaborate plan to divide the state into 
separate districts fo# the two races, 
the area and territory to be suited to the 
race. The white districts should have 
their own government and levy special 
taxes on the white people, and the negro 
districts do the like on property: of ‘the 
Money derived from taxes on 


proportion to the color of their stock- 
holders. 

Mr. Samford, of Pike, proposed to abol- 
ish all school districts and go back to 
the township and have not more than 
two schools in each township Governor 
Jones had been patiently listening for 
several] days to the various propositions 
for dividing school money between the 
races in proportion to the taxes each 
pays and today introduced a resolution 
with a clear ring of protest. His resolu- 
tion provides that the fundamental prin- 
ciples of justice are violated in discrimi- 
nating between classes or races in divid- 
ing money raised by taxation, and to di- 
vide it unequally among races is uncon- 
stitutional. 

No Free Passes Allowed. . 

The free pass was attacked by Mr. 
Murphree, of Pike, who would punish the 
person granting it and deprive the officer 
receiving it of his office. 

Governor Jones proposed a special com- 
mittee of nine to consider what public 
officials ought to have passes and what 


§ amendments are needed to the present 


law. : 

Several of the delegates want the rail- 
road eommissioners elected by the people. 
Mr. Kirkland, of Dale; Mr. Murphee, of 
Pike, and Dr. Reese, of Dallas, all intro- 
ducing ordinances to that effect. Mr. 
Reese would include the inspectors of con- 
Vvicts. 

Governor Oates introduced his expected

Mr. Pillans, of Mobile, introduced an 
ordinance looking in the samé direction. 

Mr. Watts, of Montgomery, saught to 
reform the courts by reducing the gsu- 
preme judges to three and creating an 
intermediate appellate court. 

Hit at Dispensary. 

Mr. Williams, of Marengo, hit at the 
Gispensary. He would forbid the state or 
any cliy or county from engeging in any 
business debarred to individuals or corpo- 
rations.

The Jatter leaves the gov- 
ernor cut and allows him to act only after 
a board, consisting. of the secretary of 
state, auditor and attorney general, has 
made its recommendation. 

Suffrage Scheme Comes Up.

Mr. Kirkland, of Dale, sought to reduce 
the mileage cf members of the legislature 
and the el2ctoral college to the regular 
railroad rate of 4 cents a mile. 

A gccd deal of ground already covered 
was gOne over again today with ordi- 
nancrs cn county site removals, local leg- 
islation, details of legislative procedure. 
quadrennial elections and the like. 

The roll was cut off at the name of Mr. 
Sanford. Two rolls have not been com- 
pleted, and up to date the number of or- 
dinances intreduced are about 100, and 
the resolutions about half as many. Many 
of them, however, travel over the same 
grounds. 

At its session the committee on suf- 
frage is hearing first from each of its 
members by turn. 

The convention today adopted a resolu- 
tion cffered by Mr. Rogers, of Sumtcr, 
that it would not again permit any refer- 
ence to the pledges of the democratic plat- 
form, as the people have no misgivings 
en that score, and it is bad taste in e non- 
partisan body. 


1S TO HANG THIS AFTERNOON. 


Seven Thousand People Will Witness 
Execution in Mississippi. 
Jackson, Miss., May %2.—(Special.)— 
Fully 7,000 people will witness the hang- 
ing. of C. H, Harverson, a white man, at 
Westville tomorrow afternoon. The ex- 
ecution is scheduled to take place at 1 
o'clock and people are expected to flock 
to the county seat of Simpson from the 
three. or four counties adjoining; Smith 
Covington, Rankin and Copiah sending 
multitudes to view the last chapter in 

the life of the celebrated murderer. 

This is the first public legal execution 
that has taken place in Mississippi for 
several years. It has been the policy of 
boards of supervisors heretofore to order 
executions to be conducted in private, 
but the promise that the hanging of Har- 
verson should be public’ was forted from 
Sheriff Magee by the angry mob that as- 
sembled at Westyille to lynch the pris- 
oner just after his conviction by the cir- 
cuit court. ; 

It is not believed that Harverson will 
confess the murder of Frank Ammons 
before his death. Those who know the 
prisoner best hold to this view, and say

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BROTHERS IN A DEADLY DUEL 


Jesse P. Wooten Kills William Woot- 
en in Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 30.—(Specia!.)— 
William Wooten is in a coffin at his home 
and his brother, Jesse, on a‘cot in the city 
hospita] hovering between life and death 
as the result of a sensational] pistol duel 
this afternoon between the two men on 
one of the crowded streets of the city 
just after the confederate veterans’ pa- 
rade. — ' 

For three minutes the men fought des- 
perately, when William Wooten fell dead 
on the pavement at the feet of Jesse's 
wife, who tried in vain to prevent the 
tragedy. William Wooten was employed 
at a big warehouse. He was standing in 
the:door of the building when he saw his 
brother and wife coming down the street 
on the opposite side. He hailed his 
brother, who crossea the street in an- 
swer. Hot words ensued and it is claim- 
ed that Willlam Wooten ran back into 
the warehouse and, returning with a re- 
vo.ver, opened fire. 

Jesse returned the fire with excellent 
aim, as not a shot he fired went astray, 
five entering the head and breast of his 
brother. Jesse was struck in the head 
and shoulder. Jesse made no effort to 
escape, but remained about the scene 
of the shooting until officers came and 
placed him under arrest. 

Both men emptied their pistols and ‘it 
is a wonder that several persons were 


not killed by the bullets. The’ shooting 
is the result of domestic troubles.

IS STILL A DEMOCRAT 


Junior Senator Makes a Full 
Reply to Tillman's 
Say, 


DENIES THAT HE GAS 


LEFT OLD ASSOCIATES 


From Bennetsville the Younger 
Member Sends an Address to 
the People of the State. 

He Uses Plain Lan- 


guage. 


Bennetsville, 9. C., May 30.—(Special.)— 
Senator John L. McLaurin gave out an 
address to the people of the state. It 
reads: 

“The address of Senator Tillman renders 
it necessary that I shoud say something 
in explanation of my motives and actions. 
I sincerely regret that you are to be sub- 
jected to the expense and excitement of a 
sensational primary this year, but I feel 


that I am not responsible. 

“Had it not been for Senator Tillman's 
intrusion upon the Gaffney meeting there 
would have been no necessity for it. A 
joint debate was precipitated by him con- 
trary to my wishes and of the gentlemen 
who invited me. He forced himself upon 
the meeting by his own admission. No 
other honorable course was left to me but 
to accept his proposition or lay myself 
open to the charge of cowardice. Tt is too 
late now to consider whether it was wise 
or unwise and the peopie must judge be- 
tween us. 

“T desire to announce my candidacy in 
oppositon to the senior senator for the un- 
expired long term and will discuss with 
him in a fair and reputable manner the 
nationg! issues of the day and leave it to 
you to judge who can the more, ‘honestly 
and honorably’ represent .you in the 
United States senate. In 1897 I was elected 
to the senate as a democrat and I am still 
a democrat. In everything I have said 
and done I have had the good of my peo- 
ple at heart. To them I am ready to ren- 
der-an account of my senatorship, but not 
to the senior senator. Perhaps in this lies 
my chief sin. In my recent speech at 
Greenville I gave the peopie the reason 
for my official action since 189. 

“It is useless for-me to reiterate what I 
said in that speech, as it has been ex- 
tensively published and I presume, gen- 
erally read. Were it nut for charges made 
in the address of the senior senator it 
would be unnecessary for me to say more, 
but I cannot allow him to assail me and 
my democracy without saying something 
in my vindication. He charges that, after 
the adjournment of congress in March 
last. with the aid of my friends, I com- 
menced in the state ‘an active propaganda 
of my new. doctrines which are claimed 
to be democratic, but are nothing but re- 
publicanism in disguise.’ He arrogates to 
himself the power to decide for the people 
as to the righteousness of my course and 
views and is not willing for them to hear 
and judge for themselves. His indecent in- 
trusion upon the Gaffney meeting ilius- 
trates his methods ot “bossism,’ and his 
desire to ‘rule or ruin.’ After my return 
home in April last I received invitations 
from citizens of Greenville, York, Chero- 
kee, Newberry and Spartanburg counties 
to address the people on the national is- 
gues of the day. As their public servant, 
I could not disregard their imperative 
calls and accepted the invitations. Had I 
not done so my political opponent would 
have charged that I couid not meet my 
constituents face to face and explain my. 
political action. It was not my purpose 
in accepting these invitations to in- 
augurate my campaign for re-election 
more than any other in advance of the 
primary, but to attempt to enlighten the 
people and remove false impressions pro- 
duced upon the public mind by the senior 
senator and his sympathizers. 

“T had been persistently maligned and 
misrepresentgf and tne only means af- 
forded ma for my vindication was to get 
the ear of the people. This was my only 
object in making speeches where I was jn- 
vited to go and had it not been for these 
invitations I should have. remained silent. 

“Have we reached the point where a 
number of private citizens cannot invite 
one of their representatives to address 
them without including the senior senator 
or. first obtaining his permission... The 
senior senator, it seems, willed that I 
should not be heard at that time and de- 
termined that I should wait for his bid- 
ding to go before the people. 

“The senator also charges that I am a 
republican and was organizing a republi- 
can party here. If he believed this 
charge, why did he consent to run with 
me in a democratic primary? 

“T denounce the charge as an infamous 
falsehood and the senior senator knows 
what he says is untrue. 

“In his recklessness the senior sena- 
tor further charges that the dispensing 
of the public patronage has been placed 
at my disposal and ‘unlimited money 
is furnished me by the republicans to aid 
in the scheme of the organization of a

“In my Greenville speech I explained 
why I had been consulted about the 
federal patronage, and at Gaffney I de- 
nounced in his presence both of, those 
charges as wilfully false, and yet he re- 
‘terates them in his address. His pur- 
pose in repeating what he knows tv be 
slanders must be evident to all. 

“The senior senator undertakes in his 
address to throw the whole responsibii- 
ity of the present situation in the state 
upon me. After denouncing my democ- 
racy and branding me as a traitor to .the 
party, he meekly says that he and his 
democracy were assailed by meand it 
was incumbent upon him to crush me 
and my influence in this state. The se- 
nior senatur has undertaken a Herculean 
task, ‘for truth crushed to earth will rise 
again.’ The senator forgets that he in- 
siduously and maliciously assailed me 
last summer when I was unable to de- 
fend myself, and after my Charlotte 
speech, in an interview made false and 
slanderous chargés against me. I did 
in my Charlotte and Greenville speeches 
criticise his populistic democracy ard I 
have nothing to retract. He impugns the.

JUNIOR SENATOR: A LOSE 


Money Republicans Are Willing To 
Turn Loose Won’t Count for 
Anything in the Coming 
Race in South Caro- 
lina. 


Charleston, 8. C., May %.—(Special.)— 
The conservative element in South Caro- 
lina has practically admitted that Senator 
Tillman will defeat Senator McLaurin in 
the special primary election which will be 
called for this year. Many things have 
combined to give Tillman the best of the 
fight. Whil® his unpopularity is marked 
with certain classes, his hold on the ma- 
jority is sufficiently strong to elect him 
without a hard struggle, and it is appar- 
ent that McLaurin cannot win. The so- 
called republican doctrines of McLaurin 
wll give him a small following, and in the 
primary the republican vote will not 
figure. The junior senator will have to 
fight inside the democratic party. 


McLaurin’s Control Uncertain. 


It is not so certain now that McLaurin 
can control the great cotton mill follow- 
ifig, which has been ‘nclined in his favor. 
Under ordinary conditions he might be 
#ble to secure this, but in a fight with 
Tillman, who practically controls the 
state legislature, mill owners would make 
tremselves liable to serious internal trou- 
Lies. Grant34.that the magnates should 
coerce the thousands of employees to such 
an extent that the entire vote would go to 
McLaurin, and thet it should be the 
means of electing the junior senator, Till- 
man would still have that control on stat? 
affairs, and could give the mill people se- 
rious troubles for their political interfer- 
ence. The child labor bill, which is bit- 
terly fought by the mills, would doubtless 
be the first measure of retaliation, and 
the other means of striking at the mill 
industry would no dovbt induce the mag- 
rates to keep hands off in the struggle. 

What the Mills Want. 

Happy conditions at home are more to 
be considered by the cotton mills in this 
state than the opening of -foreign m:.r- 
kets. This fact is admitted, and leading 
1 Oliticians say that the mill vote will not 
be deinanded for McLaurin. 

It hes come to the ear of democratic 
leaders during the past few days that the 
republican party will, send an unlimited 
amount of money to this state for the 
campaign fund of McLaurin, although 
this will not cause McLaurin’s e'ection 
In taking this step the republicans will 
be prompted by a desire to start the white 
republican movement, which is controlled 
by McLaurin, and to defeat the election 
of Tillman, who has always bitterly 
fovght that party. 

Hanna Interested in the Fight. 


Senator Hanna is said to be deeply in- 
terested in the contest, as are:othcr repub- 
licans, and the sympathy is overwhelm- 
ingly with McLaurin. Politicians who 
heave studied the mcrey phase of the sit- 
uation declare that the vote cannot be 
controiled, for the reason that it is scat- 
tered through the country districts where 
it is difficult to obtain. Sixty-five per cent 
of the entire vote is in the country. If 
McLaurin ard the republican campaign 
fund could manage to buy the votes in all 
towns and cities it would not offset the 
majority in ‘he country, and besides it is 
not possible to control all the town ani 
city vote.

In the city of Charleston, for instance, 
there is a certain follcwine ready to back 
McLaurin, but the men who really con- 
trol thé city will support Tillman through 
preference or policy. There can be no 
doubt about the result in the country dis- 
tricts, where, in a struggle between the 
two senators, Tillman would have de- 
cidedly the best advantage. 

The entrance of numerous other candi- 
dates will make the situation extremely 
lively, although it wil] not have any de- 
cided effect on the main fight which will 
be decided between Tillman and McLau- 
rin. It is generally understood that the 
two warring senators will fight it out for 
Tillman’s long term, and the new men 
will contest for the short term of Mc- 
Laurtn. In the event of MclLviwrin’s de- 
feat he could become a candidata next 
year against the man eiected to fill his 
unexpired term, but a defeat by Tillman 
might end his chances for other victories. 
There is @ certain element which is, anx- 
ious to have a strong man enter the race 
against the two senators, although it is 
wdmitted that just who can be secured for 
this race is hard to determine. It is 
doubtful, however, if ‘Tillman and Me- 
Laurin will have oppcsition in their hand 
to hand conflict. 

The situation is still exciting. The plan 
of campaign will be arranged by the state 
democratic executive committee at a4 
ineeting to be held July Ist, when the 
mettef of how the candidates shill run 
will be sett'ed. There will hardly be any 
change from the present plan, however.

McLaurin’s Resignation Has Caused 
General Satisfaction. 
Charleston. 8S. C., May 30.—(Special.)— 
Republican office holders in Charleston, 
whose terms do not expire until next 
year, are highly elated at the turn of af- 
fairs which prompted the joint resigna- 
tion of Senator Tillman and Senator Mc- 
Laurin. It was well known that McLau- 
rin was using his influence in Washing- 
ton to have gold democrats appointed to 
the more important federal positions, and 
thus far he had given no show to the old- 
line republicans.’ They were being run 
out to make way for the appointees who 
could help McLaurin in his campaign 
next year.

COTTON ACREAGE INCREASED. 


So Estimates Receivad in New York 
Indicates. 

New York, May £0.—The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin has 
obtained from a large number of corre- 
spondents estimates of the acréage plant- 
ed this season and of the ccndition of the 
cotton crop at the present time. 

Eight hundred estimates have been re- 
ceived, covering nearly every county of 
importaace in the main cotton-growing 
‘states. A careful compilation of the data 
thus available points to average increases 
of the acreage in the state in question of 
49 per cent. Reports from some of the 
smaller producing states, viz: Virginia, 
Missouri, Oklahoma and the Indian Ter- 
titory, are not sufficiently complete to jus- 
tify definite estimates in their particular 
cases. The returns otherwise indicate an 
area of 25,540,530 acres. which is an in- 
crease of 1,191,530 from last season's gov- 
ernment returns. The acreage for 1901 
and the increase per cent by states over 
1900 follows:

Council Yesterday Only Referred 
the Welch Resolution, 


COMMITTEES 10 REPORT 


—— 


At Regular Meeting on Next Mon- 
day Afternoon Council Is To 
Take Action on Whatever 
Recommendation Is 
Then Made. 


The question of which street railway 
company should occupy the east side of 
Grant park was not settled by council 


yesterday afternoon. 

The matter will not be settled until 
next Monday afternoon, when council 
meets in regular session, In the mean- 
time the street railway committee, the 
city engineer and the members of the 
streets committee will have up for con- 
sideration the resolution of Alderman 
Welch, which provides that the Atlanta 
Railway. and Power Company and the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company shall 
place their tracks equi-distant from the 
center line of the street on Cherokee ave- 
nue, between Georgia avenue and Or- 
mond street, and further that the power 
company shall place its rails on the 
east side of that center line. 

This resolution, it may be remembered, 
was introduced during the special called 
meeting of council held on Wednesday 
afternoon, but council adjourned on that 
occasion before the paper had been re- 
ferred to any committee. Councilman 
Rdwson had moved that thé rgsolution 
be referred to the street railWay com- 
mittee and the city engineer, with power 
to act, and while this matter was being 
debated adjournment was taken for the 
day, counci] agreeing to meet again_on 
the next afternoon to further consider 
the case. 

When council met at 3 o’clock yester-' 
day afternoon the following members an- 
swered to their names: 

Aldermen Johnson, Kilpatrick, Day, 
Welch, Pierce, LaHatte, Councilmen 
Barrett, Fincher, Rawson, Terry, Adams, 
Glass, Grady, Kontz, Longino and Hill. 
The council chamber was comfortably 
filled with representatives of the two 
street railways and citizens who were cu- 
rious to know. what action. would be 
taken. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson explained the 
situation, stating that the business of 
the session should begin immediately 
where the previous session had ended. 
He said the matter then before the body 
was the motion of Councilman Rawson) 
that the Welch resolution be referred to 
the street railway committee, the streets 
committee and the city engineer. with 
power to act. 

Hill Moved To Adjourn. 

When this explanation had been made, 
several members of council arose as if 
to speak and a general discussion seemed 
imminent. At this point in the proceed- 
ings Councilman Hill moved an adjourn- 
ment. This was seconded by Councilman 
Barrett. Council, however, voted not to 
adjourn until the business of the meeting 
had been disposed of. 

Councilman Rawson renewed his mo- 
tion to refer the Welch resolution. Al- 
derman Welch and Councilman Rawson 
then held a short consultation, and while 
council was doing nothing, Councilman 
Kontz moved that the body express its 
sincere sympathy for Councilman John 
C. Reed, whose wife is’ seriously -ill. 
Councilman Grady seconded the motion, 
and upon the motion of Alderman Welch 
a rising vote was taken. The city clerk 
was requested to transmit to Councilman 
Reed the action of council. 

Alderman Welch next stated’ that as 
there was but little time before the next 
meeting of council, he would suggest 
that his resolution go to the two com- 
mittees and the city engineer for consid- 
eration, to be reported on at the meeting 
of council Monday. Councilman Grady 
said he was not in favor of referring the 
matter to any committee with power to 
act.

Judge Newman directs that all taxes ac- 
cruing against the concern and due th: 
state, county and city for the year 1900 be 
paid out of the fund realiged from the 
sale, as thd jucge of the Superior court 
may direct by decree. The order specifics 
that the taxes for the year 1901 be paid 
out of the same fund, or by the pur- 
chasers in such proportion as the judge of 
the superior court may provide. 

It is also ordered that the earned part 
of the insurance premiums, issued since 
March 1, 1901, be paid out of the fund as 
the judge-of the superior court may 4di- 
rect. The cider stipulates that the 
amounts already paid out by Trustee Par. 
rott for the benefit of the bondholders or 
trustees shall be borne by the funds com- 
ing into his hands as trustee for the gen- 
eral creditors.

The first envelope opened contained the 
bid of J. M. Barnard, of LaGrange, ‘Ga.

- The Marietta Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, of Marietta, Ga., submitted the bid 
which was the third opened.

000 at the seme rate if the $50,000 could not 
be secured. A certified check for $2,0W ac- 
companied the bid. The fourth bid opened 
was that of James W. English, Jr., of 
Atlanta. It was for $10,000 of the bonds 
at 103 146. The cheek inclosed was for 
21,000. ae 

The Mercantile Trust and Deposit Com- 
pany, of Baltimore, Md., John Dill, pres- 
ident, submitted a bid for the entire issue 
at 100 26-100. A certified check for $10,000 
was with the proposal.: The bid of the 
Maddox-Rucker Banking Company, of At- 
lanta, was for the entire issue at 100 50-100. 
A $10.00 check also, accompanied their 
offer. 1t has been written that the first 
shall be last and ths last first, and that 
was about the way ft was with the Ger- 
mania Savings’ Rank,’ of Atianta. This. 
company submitted .the-first bid received. 
‘The offer was filed with the city comp- 
troller last Tuesday morning. : 

The company offered to take $20,000 
worth of the bonds at. 104%, and enclosed 
a check for $1,000. 

As soon as all the bids had been opened 
the finance eommittee decided to go into 
cxecutive session for the purpose vf con- 
sidering the various proposals. When the 
session was over, Chairman Rawson an- 
nounced that action on the bids had been 
pestponed for the time being, but that 
they would be considered during the meet- 
ing of the finance committee, which was 
scheduled for 7:30-0’clock-in the evening. 

Roby Robinson’s Opinion. 

In speaking of the bond sale, Mr. Roby 
Robinson, perhaps better posted on and 
mcre familiar with municipal securities 
than any other Atlanta dealer, said: 

Tak'ng into consideration the pre$- 
ent bond market, [ believe that the 
bids received for the $200,000 of water- 
works bonds by the city cf Atlanta 
wére very good. 

New York city bonds recently sold 
on a 3.29 per cent basis, and taking 
the average of the highest bids, the 
bonds of ihe city of Atlanta, if tre 
bids are accented, would be sold at an 
averuge rate of 101.8%, which is abovt 
a 3.40 per cent basis. The bond mar- 
ket, it is true, is a little off at the 
present time, yet there are a great 
many railroad bonds and municipal 
bonds which are selling on a 4 per 
cent basis. 

I understand that the city of Cin- 
cinnati, O., bonds sell on a_ higher 
basis than any city in the United 
States, ani that they sell on about a 
2.75 per cent basis.

ace are so many industrial secu- 
rities ‘offered at am attractive price 
at the present time }hat investors have 

put their mofey in those more on a 

speculative basis than on the . real 

value of the security.. Savings banks 
in the north and west have not been 
in the market during the last month or 
so, as their depositors have drawn out 

a large amount of their deposits for 

the purpose cf buy'ng industrial secu- 

rities. This probaWly accounts for 
the reason that no bids were raceived 
from Chicago. 

Chicago has been one of the best 
markets for southern securities, and 
most of the large bond houses with 
headquarters in New York and Boston 
have branch housés in Chicago. 

I understard that the last city of 
Atlanta 4 ver cent bonds sold at a 
fraction above 109. If a 4 per cent 
bond running for thirty years sells at 
109.24, it will net.the investor 3% per 
cent, so it is char that these bonds 
sold on a bett>or basis than the last 
issue of bonds.

More Disorder Yesterday Morning 
Caused Suspensicns, 


| CULPRITS COME BEFORE FACULTY TODAY 


Two of Students in Trouble Are from 
South Carolina and Two from 
Savannah. 


As a result of a clash with the authori- 

ties of the schcol, two Tech students have 
been expelled from the dormitory-on the 
campus and forced to seek lodgings else- 
where, and threo othérs are under sus- 
pension, awaiting the action of the faculty 
at a special meeting to be held this after- 
noon.

A meeting of the students had been 
called to take place in the gymnasium 
Wednesday night. The meeting had been 
called without the knowledge or author- 
ity of Dr. Jackson, who-has charge of the 
dormitories, or any member of the fac- 
ulty. Dr. Jackson did not learn of i¢ until 
the students began to gather in the gym- 
ndasium. There Was‘ some ‘disorder, and 
Dr. Jackson went over and ordered the 
meeting broken up and.the students to 
return to their rcoms: The students 
were dissatisfied and grumble), -but 
finally returned to their rooms. 

Afterwards, in msaKing’a tour of inspec- 
tion cf the dormitories. Dr. Jackson 
found two of the culprits out of bounds, 
Land beyond the limits prescribed for stu- 
dents’ who live in the dorntitories. He 
notified them of thir expulsion from the 
dormitory and told them they must seek 
lodgings elsewhere. 

When the students assembled yesterday 
morning and learned of what had taken 
place the night tefore a crowd gathered 
in front of one of the divisions and began 
to cheer two students who had been disci- 
plined and expelled from the dormitory. 

They were making a great deal of noise 
as their action was prejudicial to the good 
order and discipline of the school, Dr: 
Jackson ordered them to disrerse. 

They at first refused and there was 
tnore disorder before they finally obeyed. 
Three of the students in the crowd, who

Go Out on Strike

WANT THE NIME-HOUR- Dt 


Men Dispersed at 9 O’Clock in Order 
and Later in the Day Met at 
Federation Hall—The Tel- 
egram -Read from 
O'Connell.

Pursuant to orders from President 
O’Conne’':, of the Internationa] Associa- 
tion of Machinists, ninety-one men yes- 
terday morning went on a strike at the 
shops of the Southern Railway Company 
in Atlanta. 

Of the total number of strikers fifty- 
seven are machinists and thirty-four are 
erprentices. The men walked out of the 
shop at 9 o’cleck, the hour scheduled for 
the strike being 10 o'clock by eastern 
time. 

The walkout was quiet and ormierly, and 
Was attended by no disturbance of any 
character. The men reported for duty. 
yesterday m(rning as usual, and worked 
unti] 9 o’clock, as if no such thing as a 
strike was contemplated. As the hour 
hand pointed to the figure nine, however, 
the rren began to leave their lathes and 
machines. 

They doffed their overalls and donned 
their coats and hats, and it was the 
space of only a few minutes until the 
ninety-one men were on the outsMe of the 
shop, intending not to 1eturn, for the pur- 
rose of working, until the railroad com- 
pany has grented them a nine-hour work 
cay. 

The strikers dispersed quietly, and 
from outside appearances at the shop 
there was no indication that a strike was 
in progress. Later in the day the strikers 
assembled in the hall of the Federation 
ot Trades, where a reeting was held. 

A meeting was to have been held last 
night, but owing to the inclement 
veather the attendance was small and 
another meeting will probably occur to- 
hight. The strikers annéunce that they 
afe in the fight to a finich, and they are 
confident of the outecme. 

The local str'ke was ordered through 
W. M. Robinson, secretary cf the At- 
lanta Union of Machinists, and who is 
also @ memter of the general conference 
committee. He received a telegram from 
President O'Connell Wednesday morn- 
ing containing the strike order. 

As the entire road is affected, the of- 
ficlals. in Atlanta cannot control the 
etrike, and if a settlement is effected, the 
work will be accOmplished through the 
conference committee of the miachinists 
_ the officials of the road in Washing- 
Committee Confers with Employers. 

An execvtive session of the electrical 
workers was hejd last night in the hall 
cf the Federation of Trades, and it is un- 
derstood that a committee was appointed 
to confer with the employers.in regard to 
the demand for a nine-rour day and an 
increase in Wages of 25 cents per day. 

The demand was made several days ago 
through a committee from the fed=ration. 
It ig stated that the committee has rea- 
ceived letters from a number of the em- 
ployers, in which they express a willing- 
ness to confer with it. It is probable that 
a conference will be arranged for an 
early date. Thes electrical workers are 
confident that they will be successful, and 

that no trouble will result.

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Wife of the Beaumont Oil Dis- 
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Th report that Captain A. F. Lucas, 
the Beatimont ofl king. is the Captain 
Lucas from Atlanta, proves to be a mis- 
take. The former railroad conductor on 
the Central, possessing the same name, 
is not the Texas millionaire so recently 
sprung into gvealth and fame. 

Also Mrs. Anna Thweat Lucas, of this 
city, is not, as she claimed to be, the 
wife of the now noted Beaumont man. 
Mrs. Anna Lucas will have to hunt else- 
where for her wandering husbend: The 
‘gentleman whom ‘she thought to occupy 
that now purely honorary office in her 
domestic circle happens to be already 
married, andj, by a curious coincidence, 
to another Georgia waman—from Macon. 

In answer to a dispatch of inquiry sent 

by The Constitution a letter was re- 
ceived yesterday from Captain A. F. 
Lucas, the real Beaumont man, stating 
the facts of the case. 
' The communication is dated from Hart- 
sells, Ala., May 2th. In it Captain 
Lucas asserts positively that he is not 
the Georgia man, although he_had lived 
for a short time in Atlanta: He says 
that he is an Austrian by birth, educated 
in the Polytechnic at Gratz and was at 
one time a lieutenant in the Austrian 
navy. He came to this country on a vis- 
it to relatives in Michigan, remaining here 
and entering the field pf mining engineer- 
ing, his profession. — 

He married Miss Carrie Fitzgerald, of 
Macon, Ga., daughter of a prominent: phy- 
siclan of that city. They have one child, 
a eon, twelve years old. After spending 
@ year traveling abroad, Captain Lucas 
returned to America and began mining 


|in California. At one fime he worked 


salt mines in Louisiana, discovering and 


} developing most wonderful salt deposits. 


Among these was one for Joseph Jeffer- 
son, the actor. 

Captain Lucas spent one year in Atlan- 
ta, where he boarded on Peachtree street 
at Miss Huard’s. He is well known and 
has. many friends here and in the south 
generally. 

Mrs. Litcas has always been a. great 
help and encouragement to her twisband 
in the hard vicissitudes. of his eventful 
and not hitherto prosperous career. She 
has béen his constant companion in his 
long-continued and fruitless search for 
the hidden treasures of the earth, and to

In his letter to The Constitution. Cap- 
tain. Lucas inclosed an article from a 
Cleveland paper giving some-of the facts 
of his career, which are quoted as fol- 
lows: 

“Captain A. F. Lucas, the oil king, is 
over six feet, straight as a gun barrel, 
powerfully bullt, and has a pair of eagle 


eyes set i- a head full of Al brains. When 
you notice his square jaws, strong chin 
and firm mouth, you are not surprised 
when he says that for two years, without 
a let-up, he prospected for oil in the 
Beaumont field before success came. 

“This discovery,’ saij Captain Lucas, 
“was not accidental. It was simply the 
successful culmination of a scientific the- 
ory on which I have been working for 
many years. 
engineer and geologist I have given spe- 
cia] attention to earth formations, par- 
ticularly anti-clines, believing them to be 
nature’s sign that in the bowels of the 
earth was stored for man’s use, in quan- 
tities so vast as to be beyond ordinary 
comprehension, a product that if it only 
could be reached would‘solve the impor- 
tant problem of heat and light. 

“This belief became my religion. In 
my waking hours it never left my mind. 
Af night I dreamed of it. Everything 
else in my profession ceased to interest 
me. 

“To unlock this storehouse of nature; 
to be the instrument through which man 
should come into possession of this great 
gift, became my one ambition, my one 
thought. | 

“My wife had been my comfort and 
loyal helpmeet,’’ continued Captain Lu- 
cas, “in all these years of hope and work 
and at times discouragment, and had sac- 
rificed many things. 

“After I had prospected around Beau- 
mont for awhile I began to feel that I 
owed it to her and to our only child, a 
boy of twelve years, to resume the legiti- 
mate practice of my mining engineering. 
I broached the subject to her; told her 
that while I still had every confidence 
in my theorv, I-had determined to aban- 
don it for a time and engage in some- 
thing more remunerative. 

“She would not listen to me. 

“She said she was happy and would be 
unhappy if I gave.up. 

“Then I began sinking. another well. 

“I tried to get some of the rich men in 
Beaumont to invest money in thg enter- 
prise. I could not get a dollar. I wrote 


with the same result. I had just about 
reached the end of my string. Then I 
wrote to Guffy & Galey, of Pittsburg, oil 
men whom I knew. After considerable 
correspondence I succeeded in interesting 
them, and the drill kept on going deeper 
and deeper into the earth. 

“Three hundred feet, four hundred feet, 
five hundred feet and still no oil! Six, 
seven, eight, nine hundred feet; there 
was little sleep for me those nights. A 
thousand feet—there was a rumble and a 
roar and a six-inch stream of oil shot into 
the afr a hundred feet above the derrick! 

‘‘I don’t remember just what I did then. 
The men say that I burst into tears. 2 
know that an hour later I was at home 
with my wife and my boy in my arms, 


and we were all crying for sheer joy. 
‘‘That is the story of the Lucas gusher, 
the biggest oil well in the world.’’

CONTRACT IS CLOSED FOR 
VAUDEVILLE AT THE PARK 


A contract has practically been closed 
that will insure a season of vaudeville at 
Exposition park this summer. It is ex- 
pected that the first performances will be 
given the week beginning June 17th. 

The fair association, which controls the 
buildings and grounds at the park, has 
settled all the details preliminary te 
closing a contract with Dr. Edward A 
Paul, owner of the Imperial theater. Dr. 
Paul recently purchased the Imperial and 
is now remodeling and refurnishing it. He 
has asked for a lease un the park with an 
option for the two succeeding years. It 
is his intention to put on vaudeville at 
the park during the summer whiie the Im- 
perial is closed. 

In compliance with Dr. Paul’s request 


the fair association has agreed to-fit up 
the Georgia building; which is to be used 
as the theater, more eapensively than was 
at first contemplated. Permanent raised 
seats will be put in, and an adequate stage 
will be erected and completely furnished 
and fitted. The intertor of the pbuilding 
will be painted and decorated and made 
into an attractive playhouse, During the 
fair the building will be used as an audi- 
torlum and as a place of*meeting for the 
various organizations that will visit the 
grounds during the course of the fair. 

The grounds, roadways and driveways 
of the park are being put in fine trim by 
a large force of men. Flowers have been 
planted and ‘the park made one of the 
most attractive resorts about town. Since 
the fair association took charge it has 
been opened as a public park.

New Orleans, May 30.—As no encouragement

‘‘Miss Louise Sommer Holmquist, a New 
York girl and Vassar’s champion sprint- 
er, has been compelled, by the advice 
of her physician, to retire from athletics 
in the--eollege;- and she will not* take- 
part in the closing games, which are to | 
come off on the first clear day this week. 

“This is the second piece of hard luck 
that has come to the’ senior class since. 
the season of athletics began, and the.en- 
tire class is disconsolate. The seniors 
hardly ‘have recovered ‘from the chagrin 
of having the basket ball champlonship 
wrested from: them by 1902, through. the 
illness of their captain, Miss Hume, when 
the announcemént was made today that 
Miss Holmquist would: be compelled to 
withdraw from the events in which she 
is entered, the 220-yard dash and the 300- 
yard reiay race. 

“In the last event each of the four 
classes is represented by a‘team of three 
runners. Those entered. by 1901 are Miss 
Holmquist, Julia B, Lockwood, who holds 
throwing, 120- 
yard hurdle and lawn tennis, and Miss 
M. W.*Mossman. ‘The class is utterly 
at a loss to know who to enter in Miss 
Holmquist’s place, but it probably will 
be either Miss E. A. Lord or Miss G. D. 
‘Scott. 

“‘Miss Holmquist’s indisposition is due to 
her overexértion in the 100-yard dash on 
Wednesday of last week. Her best pre- 
vious record and the Vassar record for 
the same event was 13 3-5 seconds, which 
She made last year. She’ entered the 
contest determined to lower the record, 
and her classmates were anxious to see 
her do it. By a supreme effort she suc- 
ceeded in making the spriget one-fifth of 
& second faster than last year, but she 
was. exhausted when the race was fin- 
ished. 

“She was obliged to place herself under 
the care of Dr. Thelberg, the college phy- 
sician, and although her condition is not 
Buch as to cause any, alarm, Dr. Thel- 
berg has forbidden her to indulge in any 
violent exercise whatever for the rest of 
the year. Miss Holmquist,. who will be 
graduated next month, is president of the 
Students’ Association and one of the most 
popular girls in Vassar.’’ 

Whereas, a certain amount of athletics 
is necesary to young women students, 
there seems to be such an evitable ten- 
dency to carry such exercise to excess 
that one begins to wonder if the present 
spirit calling for out of door sports in 
female colleges should not be suppressed. 

It is argued by the many that the sys- 
tems employed in many of these institu- 
tions, ‘as in those of men, are conducive 
to the over-trained young woman, who 
instead of grace and ease and perfect 
development, acquires an ungainly gait, 
a too muscular body and many attributes 
not deemed necessary in the generally 
conctded ideal of feminine pérfection.

The production must be given 
in the greatest possible style, So we 
had. the wonderful spéctacle of ‘Le 
Maschere’ being produced: at the same 
time in’ seven theaters in the. principal 
cities of Italy. And the air echoed with 
hisses from’ seven points! . 
“The Naples performance, upou which 
I intend presently to dwell, had to be de- 
layed for’ two days; and»the negative 
success the opera had scored elsewhere 
certainly did not nae the one bere.

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COGSWELL WANTED TO SUE 


Claims To Be Made That Insurance 
Deposit Law Is Uneonstitution- 
al Because It Applies Only 
to Foreign Compa- 
nies. 


It is understood the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the Georgia law requir- 
ing foreign fire insurance companies to 
Geposit $10,000 in bonds with the state 
treasurer for. the protection of Georgia 
policy holders, will be raised in the United 
States court when the petition for re- 
celver for the assets in Georgia filed by 
the ettorneys for the receiver for the 
Manhattan Fire Insurance Company, of 
New York, comes up for hearing. 

There is no doubt that this $10,000 held 
for the protection of the companies’ cred- 
itors in- Georgia is what Receiver Kelsey 
was aiming at when the ancillary bill was 
filed in the United States court here, and 
he asked to be made receiver for the com- 
pany’s assets in Georgia. ° 

This means that there will be a pretty 
legal fight between the state and the 
United States courts for the possession of 
this fund, or rather between the parties 
who have adopted these two courts as 
their mediums of litigation. 

The claim that the law requiring the 
depcsit is unconstitutional, it is under- 
stood, will be based on the ground that it 
applies only to foreign companies, and 
1ot to companies organized within the 
state; and that therefore it is class legis- 
lation and repugnant to the constitution 
of Georgia. 

Just how a constitutional question of 
this kind can be raisedin the United 
States court remains to be seen. It is un- 
derstood that the state constitution orly 
is involved, and in thdt event it would 
seem it could only be construed by the 
state courts. 

There are no cther assets of the com- 
pany in Georgia so far as is known, and 
the proceedings in the United States court 
ere evidently directed. against this de- 
posit fund. On the other hand, however, 
it is to be contended that all of the as- 
sets of companies organized within the 
state are subject to the disposition of the 
courts of the state, and against such com- 
panies, therefore, the local policy holders 
are amply protected. 

Sumter Cogswel, the state agent for the 
company, it ‘s understood, was about to 
file = suit against it for $25,000 damages. 
Mri Ccgswell is one of the main defend- 
ants‘in the suit filed in the United. States 
court; and he, with cthers, is restrained 
from bringing any litigation against the 
company. It is said Mr. Cogswell had a 
five-year contract with the company, and 
was assured by its officials in New: York; 
just before the smash-up came, that ev- 
erything Was all right. When it was final- 


ly “discovered ‘that thére was some- 
thing wrong, Mr. Cogswell went 
to’ New York and had a conference 


with the people at the head of the Man- 
hattan Fire company. They still heli to 
it that everything was all right, and Mr. 
Cogswell, it is stated, came back to Geor- 
gia with this impression and asked his 
agents to stand by fora while longer, 
feeling sure that the trouble would be tided 
over. Instead of that, however, the com- 
pany went to smash, and he is now look- 
ing for damages against it. 

If the constitutionality of the Georgia 
law is brought into question the case will 
be an extremely interesting one. The 
lawmakers of the state should know it i* 
the law is really unconstitutional so that 
the difficulty may be remedied. If it is 
not, the policy holders of Georgia are the 
cnly cnes entitled to this $19,000 deposit 
fund, as it was put in the hands.of the 
treasurer purely for their protection, and 
cannot, under the state law, be considered 
among the general assets of the company.

PRESIDENT GAINES SAYS FAREWELL 


The Term Has Been Orne of the Most 
Successful in Every Way in 
History of the School. 


One of the most brilliant commencement 
seasons ever known in the history of the 
Agnes Scott institute at Decatur was 
gracefully concluded on Wednesday morn- 
ing. when diplomas were conferred upon 
the young ladies of the graduating class 
in the presence of an audience which 
crowded the hall to overflowing. 

Throughout the commencement season 
the crowds in attendance upon the exer- 
cises have been unusually l¢rge, attesting 
the warm place which the Agnes Scott in- 
stitute has gained in the popular heart.

SOLDIERS’ GRAVES 
Decorations Placed on Nearly 
37,000 Headstones, 


MEMORY OF UNION VETERANS 


Execises at Marietta Presided Over 
-by O. M. Mitchell Post Were 
Among the Most Interest- 
ing Ever Held There. 

Large Crowds. . 


The graves of 37,000 soldiers in the de- 
partment of Georgia Grand Army of the 
Republic, were decorated yesterday with 
flags and flowers by. the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in Georgia 
and South Carolina, of whom the O. M. 
Mitchell post of Atlanta is , practically 
at the head. 

One of the layzest’ national cemeteries 
in the department is at Maftietta, where 
nearly 11,000 union soldiers are b¢fried, and 
a large crowd went there yesterday from 
Atlanta and other points in the state. 
Something like 2,000 people were gathered 
at the Marietta national cemetery during 
the exercises yesterday morning. 

The special train from Atlanta on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad carried 


nine coaches loaded with  passen- 
gers to Marietta yesterday morn- 
ing. Another _ svecial followed it 


carrying the Fulton Guards, a negro mi- 
litia company, and other negroes who 
made the trip. It is. estimated that 1,000 
people went from Aglanta, and that be- 
tween 400 and 500 came down on the train 
from Bite Ridge. The number of vis- 
itors in Marietta for the day was close 
to 2,000. 

The programme _ prepared by O. M. 
Mitchell post of Atlanta was carried out 
to the letter. The committee in charge 
was composed of Post Quartermaster 
Alex Mattison, James P. Averill, W. M. 
Scott, L. B. Nelson, C. R. Haskins, C. 
T. Watson and J. A. Commerford. Sev- 
eral of these went to Andersonville, where 
similar exercises were held, but the ma- 
jority of the committee went to Marietta. 

Upon the arrival of.the special trains 
in Marietta the procession to the ceme- 
tery was formed as follows: Blue Ridge 
post No, 6, Jasper, Ga.;, Women’s Auxii- 
lary post, No. 1, and Women’s Relief 
Corps; O. M. Mitchell post, No. 1, Atlan- 
ta; J. B. Steedman post, No. 4, Tallapoo- 
sa; W. T. Sherman post, No. 16, Blue 
Ridge; citizens generally. 

At. the cemetery the prepared pro- 
gramme, as published in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday, was carried out in detail. 
The music was led by the male quartet 
in charge of Professor Hart, and was 
exceptionally good. .Comrade L. B. Nel- 
son, Of Atlanta, spoke on ‘‘The Duty of 
the Day.’’ After prayer by Rev. F. E. 
Jenkins, of Atlanta, the orders were read 
by Adjutant C. F. Fairbanks, of post No, 
1, and Lincoln’s Gettysburg address was 
read by Comrade 8, A. Darnell, of post 
No. 6. The ‘Festival of Our Dead” was 
responded to by Comrade P. Breiten- 


| bucher, of Atlanta, and after music by 


the quartet the address of the day was 
delivered by the chaplain of the depart- 
ment of Georgia, Rev. O, M. Shinn. It $s 
said this address was one of the most in- 
teresting and appropriate ever heard at 
the national cemetery exercises. 

At the closing of the exercises 
the graves of the 11,000 soldiers in 
the cemetery were decorated each with 
a flag and flowers. An American flag 
was placed at each headstone, and the 
ladies auxiliary had provided-an abun- 
dance of flowers and evergreens, so that 
there were plenty to go around. 

Quite a party from the O. M. Mitchell 
post also went down to Andersonville yes- 
terday to look after the exercises and 
the decoration of the soldiers’ graves at 
the national cemetery there. Past Com- 
mander James P. Averill headed the com- 
mittee that went to Andersonville, and 
he was practically in charge of the exer- 
cises there. 

The department of Georgia has charge 
of four national cemetertes—Marietta and 
Andersonville, Ga.,, -and Florence and 
Beaufort, 8S. C. In these four cemeteries 
there are about 37,000 soldiers buried. The 
O. M. Mitchell post of Atlanta, which is 
practically the leading post of the depart- 
ment, -has the greater part of the work 
connected with Decoration Day ‘on its 
hands. ‘The department keeps on hand 


a supply of flags sufficient to place o 
the headstone . ee 


of each grave on 
Decoration Day in addition to the 
flowers which are always placed 
there by fair ~and loving hands. 


These flags are left at the graves for 
a day and are then removed and kept 
for Decoration Day another year. 

The day at Marietta yesterday was one 
of the most interesting and successful 
ever known. _ It is. believed the reports 
from the other national cemeteries will 
tell the same story.
